At page 6 of the Advisory, second full paragraph, applicant argues "...the contact 
information of the recipient... is stored at the managing center..." This limitation does 
not appear in claim 1 . However, this limitation was addressed in the rejection to claim 3 
Applicant's statement that the claim limitation was not addressed appears to be merely 
an allegation. No support is offered as to why. the limitations relied on by examiner do 
not support the claimed features. 

In the third full paragraph, applicant argues neither recites a recipient can access a 
site at the management center. This limitation is not claimed in neither claims 1 or 3. 
However, the limitation is set forth and rejected in the rejection to claim 4. Applicant 
has not provided why the limitations relied upon by the examiner do not meet the 
limitations of the claim. 

In the last line of claim 6, applicant cannot read element 4. It must be that part of the 
figures were not submitted to applicant. However, a copy is provided with this office 
action. 
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The new limitation added to claim 1, is not considered for the reason it constitutes new 
issues after final rejection.
